Mr,:.Botterill.:was appointed chair- 
man‘of the meeting, and Commigsion-

G.".N. Field, Ponoka, who had first 
suggested holding the convention, ex- 
plained that he-had received his inspir- 
‘ation from a report of a Red Deer 
Board of Trade meeting in the Edmon- 

’ ton’ Journal. The people needed. the 
railroad, and something should be 
done to get it or find out that we can’t. 

Commissioner Stephenson supplied 
data regarding the granting of the 
charter for this line to the C.N.R. 
1909,.'and also of the fact that 
jonds for the part of the line from the 

- intersecion of the Brazeau line south 
to’ Calgary. had been guaranteed in 
1911-12. The bonds were afterward 
sold,’ * . 

One of the delegates produced a 
letter :from:the late Premier to the 
effect, that the money is deposited in 
the Bank of Cemmerce to the credit of 
the province. , ; 

There was no’ evidence produced 
that_the northern part of the line has 
ever. been guaranteed. 

MINISTER SPEAKS 

‘.. Hon. Vernon Smith, , Minister of 
Railways and Telephones, addressed 

the convention. It would ‘be the pol- 
icy of the government to help as far 
as possible the districts that were 
most in needof transportation facill- 

‘tles, and ‘those best adapted for set- 
tlement. The people are entitled to 
essential facilities, 

Regarding the “S” line proposal, 
‘the Government would give the matter 
sympathetic consideration. 

The portion from Red Deer south is 
badly needed, and the bonds are cold. 
There seems no real reason why the 
money should not be spent for the 
building of the line. Construction 
should be started this year, and his 
Deparment ‘would use its influence 
with thé C.N.R. or the C.P.R. and with 
_ the Dominion. government to see that 

one of these roads proceed with 

construction. - 

The northern part of the line is not 
so simple in view of the fact. that the 
bonds have not been guaranteed or 
sold, ‘but he would use what influence 
he could through the Department. 

Regarding the Lacombe and Blind- 
man Railway, the Deputy Minister has 
recommended an extension of about 
10 miles north from Rimbey, . but no 
definite request for the Legislature 
had-been formulated yet. ; 

People in the north are calling for 
railway extensions, and they are 
badly needed, but not worse than be- 

‘ tween Red Deer and Acme and some 
other parts of Central Alberta. 

After several other delegates had 
expressed their views and pointed 
out the necessity for concerted action, 
it was decided to divide into two sec- 
tions, north and south, to discuse the 
matter and frame suitable resolutions. 

The two sections again met togeth- 
er, and read the results of their re- 
spective deliberations. The resolu- 
tions were then consolidated by the 
permiiient committee, submitted to 
the whole convention and passed, as 
follows: 

Moved by N. S. Smith, M.L.A., Olds, 
seconded by W. J. Hoar, Ponoka, that 

Whereas the district lying along the 
GN.R. “S” line is rich as_an agricul- 
tural and mixed farming district, rich 
{n forests and rich in coal fields; 

And whereas the settlers are living 
in many cases as great as twenty-five 
to thirty miles from a railway  eta- 
tion; 

‘And whereas a charter was granted 
eleven years ago by the Dominion gov- 
ernment; ‘ 

And whereas bonds have been guar- 
anteed and sold by the province of 
Alberta for approximately one hun- 
dred miles from Calgary north, at the 
rate of thirteen thousand dollars per 
mile; 

Therefore be it resolved that the 
convention representative of U.F.A. 
locals, adjacent to proposed line, and 
members of Board of Trade (Red 
Deer), through their permanent com- 
mittee of five, namely: G. N. Field, 
Ponoka; L. Siebert, Carstairs; W. J. 
Hoar, Ponoka; N. S. Smith, M. L. A, 
Olds; W. J. Botterill, Red Deer: 

1. Urge the construction of propos- 
ed line at an immediate date. 

(a) That the Provincial Govern- 
ment be asked to support this in as 
sympathetic a manner as was declar- 
ed by the Hon. Vernon Smith at Red 
Deer at said convention, December 
20,1920. . 

(b) That a representative or repre- 
sentatives follow the proposition to 
the highest Governmental and Rail- 
way authorities, if necessary.

Schools Close for Christmas Vacation 
Today, and Re-open on Tuesday, 
January 3rd. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Public School Board was held in the 
Board room on Monday evening. All 
the members of the Board were pres- 
ent, Chairman R. L. Gaetz presiding. 

It was decided that - the schools 
would close for Christmas vacation on 
Wednesday, December 21, and re- 
open on Tuesday, January 3. 

The offer of A. J. Excell to restore 
the storm sash, wash the same, and 
put them on the windows at the High 
School for $45.00, was accepted. 

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 

There were 18 rooms open for 19 
teaching days during the month, and 
Miss Thompson’s room had the best 
record for attendance. 

There are 51 boys and 103 girls en- 
rolled in the High School (total 154), 
as compared with 35 boys and 89 girle 
(total 124) a year ago. 

In the Public Schools there are 
253 boys and 267 girls (total 520) as 
compared with 265 boys and 268 girls 
(total 533) a year ago. 

The grand total enrollment is 674, 
an increase of 17 over one year ago.

TWO ULSTER COUNTIES 


(Mail and Empire) 

Of the nine counties in Ulster, two, 
Tyrone and Fermanagh, are the home 
of more Roman Catholics than Protes- 
tants, and on that account are sup- 
posed to prefer rule from Dublin 
rather than rule from Belfast. They 
are largely Sinn Feiners, for among 
the masses of the Irish people, the 
political cleavage is along the lines 
of religious differences. The Sinn 
Fein negotiators now demand that 
Tyrone and Fermanagh shall be per- 
mitted by plebiscite to declare wheth- 
er they desire to remain under the 
Northern Parliament or under that of 
the South. There are probably some 
other conditions not made public, but 
for the moment this is the demand up- 
on which a continuance of the nego- 
tiations hinges. Sir James Craig and 
his colleagues are considering it. 
Lloyd George has thrown the weight 
of his influence on the side of the 
Sinn Feiners, and it is said has 
threatened to resign if Ulster does not 
yield. This is what might be expect- 
ed of Lloyd George, who never was 
known as a friend of Ulster and is far 
less concerned with what happens to 
Ulster than that the Irish problem 
shall be taken out of his hands. 

Sinn Feiners have shifted the 
ground of their argument. At first 
they declared that Ireland was a poli- 
tical unit and that no settlement was 
possible which did not concede this 
contention. To this the British re- 
torted that the British Isles were a 
political unit. Ulster also asserted 
that Ulster was a unit. The major 
claim remains and apparently the Sinn 
Feiners acknowledge that the British 
Isles are a political unit, while Sinn 
Feiners admit that certain of the coun- 
ties of Ulster are entitled to be dealt 
with as a unit, that their right to self- 
determination is as sound as the right 
claimed for the rest of Ireland. If the 
Northern Parliament grants the Sinn 
Fein request, it ought to specify that 
at regular intervals, perhaps once in 
ten years, there should be a vote tak- 
en in these counties to determine 
whether they desired to remain with 
the Southern Parliament, or return to 
the north. The immediate call seems 
to be for the sacrifice of a minority of 
loyalists at the demand of men who 
are proved traitors and enemies of 
the empire. Lloyd George sems to be 
willing to have them sacrificed be 
cause of their grievious sin of being in 
f minority. 


MORE HOPEFUL TONE 
IN LIVESTOCK MARKET 


A more hopeful tone prevails in 
the livestock market at the present 
time, and many are under the im- 
pression that the low prices which 
have prevailed for the past month or 
so are due for.a rise. One breeder 
brought two carloads of feeders to 
Calgary and disposed of them at 5 
cents a pound, which is a cent or 
more a pound higher than could have 
been demanded a month ago. It is 
the custom to figure on a 2cent-a 
pound increase when the feeders are 
ready for slaughter, so that 7 cents 
a pound is the price that will likely 
be paid in the near Yuture. This 
price has not prevailed for the past 
six months, according to those in 


close touch with the cattle industry. |"

load lots comprising light steers and 


feeders, securing $4.35 a hundred- 
weight, a price that proved most 
satisfactory.

We held twelve regular meetings 
during the year with an average at- 
tendance of fifteen members, anq four 
regular and two special Directors’ 
meetings.

ment ratified the treaty creating the 
Irish Free State by overwhelming ma- 
jorities on Friday afternoon. 


‘The dail eireann was still engaged 
in private consideration ofthe Anglo- 
Irish treaty at a late hour on Friday 
having remained in secret session dur- 
ing the afternoon without the issuance 
of any statement “as to when a 
public meeting would be possible. 


Premier Hughes of Australia is en- 
deavoring to arrange to send $250, 0Q0 
worth of meat as Australia’s contribu- 
tion to the Russian famine fund. 


Gen. Sir John Eccles Nixon, com- 
mander of the British forces’ in Meso- 
potamia in 1915-1916, died at St.

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CANCELLATION OF = 
DEBTS MAY YET BE 


ACCOMPLISHED 


Believed Lloyd George May Take ‘1n- 
itilative in Economic Matters 


Washington, December 14.—Some of 


the foreign diplomats in attendance 
at the arms conference have received 
word which they interpret as indicat- 
ing that Mr. Lloyd George, the British 
premier, is preparing to take the in- 
itiative in world economic matters. 

The prime minister's plan, accord- 
ing to the information in the Hands of 
these diplomats, contemplates the 
cancellation of all war debts owing 
to Great Britain by Italy, France, Bel- 
gium, ‘Russia and the smaller Balkan 
allies, amounting with interest to up- 
ward of £2,000,000,000. 

Mr. Lloyd George, it is recalled, 
proposed to President Wilson that all 
inter-allied debts including those 
owing to the United States, should be 
cancelled, but his present design, ac- 
cording to the understanding, does 
not include the renewal of the sug- 
gestion to the United States. He is 
said to intend to annul the debts of 
other countries due Great Britain, sub- 
ject to condtions, one, it is under- 
stood, being that France should for- 
give the debts of allied countries to 
her, amounting to about the equiv- 
alent of $2,000,000,000 and another be- 
ing a reduction of German reparations 
due to France by 13,000,000,000 francs. 
This is the amount the French gov- 
ernment birrowed from Great  Brit- 
ain during the war, and is about as 
large a sum as that loaned to France 
by the U.S., which was 15,285,000,0600 
francs at the exchange then used of 
5.45 francs to the dollar. 


CHAMBERLAIN’'S IDDBA 


The idea of the British government 


acting independently of the United 
States in the’ cancellation of debts” 
according to foreign officials here, 


appears to have originated from Aus- 
ten Chamberlain when he was chancel- 
lor of the exchequer. When Sir Rob- 
ert Horne succeeded to the chancellor- 
ship, he objetced to striking off from 
among the British assets so large a 
sum as the £1,800,000,000 sterling due 
Mr. Lloyd 
George is understood to have been al- 
lowing the matter to rest for the pres- 
ent, but the approaching crisis in the 
finance of several continental coun- 
tries, particularly Germany, has led to 
the preparation of a plan by Worth- 
ington-Evans and others which, it is

MAINTAINING THE 
~ PRODUGTIVENESS 
OF FARM LANDS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Farmers in some of the older sec- 
tions of the prairies are finding that, 
owing to the presence of weeds and 
the lack of humus and soil fibre, their 
fields. are not as productive as they 
were in the first years of farming. 
They also find that the soil retains 
less moisture and some. of the plant 
food has been dissipated, consequently 
crop yields in these districts.are dis- 
appointingly low. ° 

While there may be several remed- 
fes suggested for this condition of af- 
fairs, certain experiments that have 
been condueted would indicate that 
an application of manure would be 
beneficial. Commercial fertilizers 
have ‘been found too expensive, and 
while they may ‘add available plant 
food, they do not increase the water 
retaining powers of the soil, nor do 
they to any great extent prevent soil 
drifting. 

Green crops, such as peas or vetch-

of rotted manure ploughed under in- 
creased the yield of wheat by 4 bus., 
the yield of oats by 8 bus., and the 
yield of barley ‘by 10 bus, During the 
season of 1921 it was found that the 
yield of wheat was increased by six 
bushels per acre, barley was increased 
by seven bushels, and oats by twelve 
bushels where manure was applied at 
the rate of 12 tons per acre. ‘ 

It was noticeable during the past 
season that not only did the manure. 
increase the productiveness of the 
plots during the first cropping year 
after treating, but there was an in- 
crease in gucceeding years. Three 
vlots that were manured in 1915 and 
again in 1918, and summer-fallowed in 
1920, gave an average of almost eight 
bushels of wheat per acre more than 
three plots that had received identical 
treatment excepting that they had not 
at any time received any manure. 

In the experiments above mention- 
ed, the manure used was well rotted, 
and was applied with a spreader. The 
manure was ploughed: under in the 
autumn immediately after applying. 
Top dressing has been tested, but has 
not been found profitable on the 
Scott Station. 

It must be recognised that there is 
only a limited supply of manure avail- 
able, .and ‘it is quite possible that 
ploughing under green crops of some 
king will be necessary in the future. 
Yet much can be done to maintain the 
productiveness of the fields ‘by mak- 
ing economical use of all the manure 
produced on the farm; by destruction 
of weeds before they use up plant food 
and moisture; by keeping the soil in 
good tilth; and by ‘having a suitable 
rotation of crops.
